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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 8, the applicant argues that the 
limitation "the record ID being a random record ID generated for tracking authentication data" is enabled by the specification. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. The part "the record ID being a random record ID" is indeed enabled by the specification. However, 
there is no mention in the specification of "a random record ID generated for tracking authentication data". Therefore, the limitation as 
recited in claim 1 is not enabled by the specification. On page 8, the applicant argues that Dickinson does not teach or suggest 
associating authentication data with a randomly generated record ID. The examiner asserts that Dickinson was not used to teach or 
suggest associating authentication data with a randomly generated record ID. The examiner used Nguyen to teach those features. On 
page 10, the applicant argues that the "random factor" is not a consistent record ID. First and foremost, there is not recitation in claim 1 of 
the "random factor" being a consistent record ID. Secondly, it is unclear to the examiner how something that is random is consistent. By 
definition, if something is random then it is inconsistent. The applicant argues that Nguyen does not use the random number as a record 
ID at all. The examiner asserts that there is no mention in claim 1 of a random number being used as a record ID at all. Nguyen teaches 
the random factor being used in conjunction with the password. As to claims 14 and 17, the applicant argues that neither Dickinson nor 
Nguyen teach or suggest a random ID to separate user's identity from authentication data. The user's ID is represented by a cookie. 
Once the ID is tracked by the random ID, the cookie is removed from registration. The applicant argues that Byford does not teach or 
suggest the use of a record ID. Byford was not used to teach or suggest this feature. The applicant argues that Towers does not teach or 
suggest the use of a record ID. Towers was not used to teach or suggest this feature. The applicant argues that Mao does not teach or 
suggest the use of a record ID. Mao was not used to teach or suggest this feature. 
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
